BIG PRICE OBTAINED FOR BONDS 
ON EUROPEAN MONEY MARKETS 


Final Location Surveys and Twenty 
Miles or More of Grading Will 
Be Undertaken Before the 
Snow Flies. 


Promoter to Immediately Complete 
Organization — Decieres Railway 
Will Be in Operation in Four 
Years—Refuses to Make Any De- 
finite Statement Concerning 
Location of Terminals, Stating, 
However, That They Will Be a 
Credit to the City—-Bonds ani 
Stock Sold in London, Paris and 
New York. 


In the arrival in the city last even- 
ing of Wm. R. Clarke of Kansas City, 
financial manager of the Great Wa- 
terways Railway, accompanied by E. 
A, James, general manager, Dr. J. L. 
Waddell, chief engineer, and G. D. 
Ninty of Winnipeg, solicitor for the 
company, the city of Edmonton can 
look forward into the not very dis- 
tant future to seeing an independant 
railroad extending northward as far 
as Fort McMurray and having the 
southern terminal in Edmonton, 

This is Mr. Clark’s second visit to 
the Alberta capital. He was here 
during the sitting of the Legislature 
last winter when ie secured the char- 
ter and guarantee of bonds for an 
independent railroad from Edmonton 
to tap the wonderful resources of the 
north country. Since. then he has 
beeg’ engaged in~ “momumental 
task of planning the construction of 
490 miles of raitrona line. The rail- 
road has been built many a time n 
paper but as Mf. Clarke assured the 
Bulletin last evening he has now 
got his organization in working or- 
der.and is prepared to go ahead with 
the actual construction of the road 
this year. 

Unassailable Financial Standing. 

“How are the finances of the com- 
pany?” Mr. Clark was asked, 

“T have recently returned from 
trip to Europe where I readily secur- 
ed all the money necessary. Over 
fourteen million dollars thas beep) 
secured of which $7,400,000 is in 
stock and 7,000,000 in bonds. The 
capital has come from France, Eng- 
jand and the United States and it 
will soon be flowing into this city ‘n 
the way of wages for the men em- 
ployed on the construction and oper- 
ation of the Great Waterway Rail- 
road. 

Asked as to what figure the bonds 
sold at Mr. Clarke did not wish 9 
institute any comparisons with the 
bonds sold by other companies in the 
old country money markets, but he 
stated that the figure was most sat- 
isfactory and that the provincial gov- 
ernment needyhave no fear for the >e- 
curity of the bond guarantee which 
has been give 

On the imp nt question of the 
organization of the company and the 
work that is expected to be done this 
year Mr. Clarke said that the hoada| 
of the various departments of the rail- 
road were nearly all at work and that 
parties will at once be put in the 
field to complete the preliminary lo- 


‘ 


cations which have already been 
made. He said that some grading 
would be done this year probably 


twenty miles or so and that the work j 
would begin from this end, but sev- 
eral miles north .of the city. 
As To Terminals. 
“What about terminals in the city, 
asked the Bulletin. i 
“That is something that will have 
to receive attention, but I cannot give 
definite information yegarding that 
now. What I can say is that when 
we have our station built and our 
yards laid out we will have some- 
thing that E believe willbe a credit 
to the city of Edmonton,” 
: Mr. Clarke showed great interest 
in the events which have been trans- 
piring since his last visit. He in- 
quired about the latest news from the 
north and remarked on the evident 
trend of the tourist to the northern 
empire. He asked ebout railway con- 
struction on the G.T.P. and C.N.R. 
main and branch lines and was pleas- 
ed to state that the most friendly re- 
lations exist between his railway and 


the great transcontinental lines. 

Feedqy for Transcontinentals. 
“Our line to the north will be a 
feeder for the G.T.P. and C.N.R. 


roads” said Mr. Clarke. ‘This will 
mean a great deal for the growing 
city of Edmonton to have the con- 
nection here. I have faith, in this 
city and in its future as far as rail- 
way facilities are concerned.” 

Asked as to how long it will take 
to complete the Great Waterways 
road Mr. Clarke said it would be 
completed by ‘the time the G.T.P, gets 
threugh to the Coast if not before. 
It is the intention however to oper- 
ate any part of the line ag soon us 
it is completed.

Wrong Kind of“ Emigrants. 

“A good many Englishmen I meet 
in Canada are of the wrong kind to 
go anywhere and some of. them are!

Glasgow, Liverpool and elsewhere. 
Others who come out here are of the 
character you will get in Canada, 
when you have two or three ‘genera 
tions of prosperity—idle sons of the 
moneyed classes—the remittance men, 

“There ie only one thing on which 
this country depends,” he continued, 
and the thoughts of the interviewer 
at oncé turned to wheat, the great 
standby of the West. 

“I woyld make the suggestion, 
with all respect, to you who are in- 
vesting. your money and your labor in 
constructing railroads and in build- 
ing grain elevators that you keep 
your eye en European affairs a little 
and begin to figure out why it is all 
the shipbuilding yards in Germany 
are busy constructing rapid cruisers 
and first-class battleships, and why

“You have a prosperous 
but,” said Lord Northcliffe, “it is 
not ensured. It is protected only in 
so far as the navy of Great Britain 
can protect it, and it would appear 
that the time is not remote when the 
Britsh navy might have ali that it 
can do at home. Your country is 
prosperous, but its property is not 
protected, 

Germany Knows Canada, 

“Were you ever in Germany? <A 
few people there travel less than the 
Canadians. You teN me you have 
never been in Germany, ‘but Germans 
are travelling in large numbers 
through your country cyery year. 

“They know it accurately, your 
wealth and your weakness. There 
is in Austria and Germen a popula- 
tion of 110,000,000 people. These two 
countries act as one. The motto~rof 
their young men ig ‘‘Battleships and 
business.’ 

“Continuing, the visitor indicated 
how completely the German \people 
were preparing for war and to how 
slight an extent the generai public 
appreciated thevextent of their pre- 
parations. Numerous instances were 
ited when great wars had broke 
out without clear warning.

Superiority of Canadian Route. 

“IT was much impressed,’ he said, 
touching on nother subject, ‘with 
the superiority of the Canadian route 
over the American ‘in traveiling from 
the old land to the West. One is 
only out of sight of land four days, 
the last two days you are always in 
water, Then the custom 
house examination is held on board 
the boat, When’ you arrive you 
walk off a free man, without waiting 
half a day or longer, as in New 
York. It is a good lesson to the 
lines running into New York, There 
is no reason why they should nat do 
the same. Yours is a route that os- 
pecially appeals to lady travellers for 
that reason and on account of your 
only being four days really at sea. 

More Communication Needed. 

“The trip has become one of — the 
easiest in the world. It is surprising 
so few Englishmen come to Canada 
and so few Canadians visit England, 
Considering that you have so many 
good projects to‘finance and we have 
such great difficulty in disposing of 
our superfiuous capital, it is singular 
that there is so little inter-communi- 
cation. There is nothing Tike the in- 
tercourse between Canada and the 
United Kingdom as there is say be- 
tween Great Britain and South 
Africa, or some of the South Ameri- 
can countries. If ze compare (busi- 
ness figures of England and Canada 
and of England and Argentine you 
will be surprised. I do not know 
why there should be such a differ- 
ence, unless until the lastfew years 
Canadian business has not been suffi- 
ciently pushed in England. However, 
there is nothing lacking today.” 

Taking another tack*he continued, 
“Canadians do not reatize sometimes 
how widely spread English invest- 
ments are.’ You do not realize the 
many new markets we have acquired 
in the last few years.” There was a 
touch of well-warranted pride as he 
roughly sketched the field.

STRIKEBREAKERS HAD 
TO LEAVE STEEL PLANT 


Trouble at Pressed Steel Car Com- 
pany’s Plant Not Yet Over—600 
Strikebroakers Driven from Works 
by Returning Strikers—Prospect 
for Further Disturbances. 


Pittsburg, Penna., Sept. 9—There is 
still trouble at the Pressed Steel Car 
company’s plant at McKee’s Rocks 
even though the long strife is over and 
though 5,000 men are back at work. 
When the men went into the mills 
they found there the 500 strikebreak- 
ers who had kept the plant running 
while the strike was on. i 

“You get. out ‘or we will get out,” 
the restéred strikers ordered. 

When the strikebreakers refused to 
go there was a prospect of another 
strike, but the newcomers used their 
superior foree and drove the strike- 
breakers away. 

The real trouble. came, however, 
when the company declined to dia- 
charge five strikebreakers who had 
been hired to man the dummy en- 
gines and trains inside the yards, 
These men were hired at big wages 
under a long-term contract. There was 
prospect of another outbreak but the 
company officiate finally decided to 
discharge the five strikebreakera 
the 3,000 men went to work. 

It is estimated that by Monday 
noon the entire 8,000 employees of 
the plant will be back at work. The 
trouble is not over, however, for those 
oi the workmen who have not been 
placed in the mills are ‘bitter. The 
state constabulary which has been 
guarding the property of the company 
was today withdrawn. The 300.dgeputy 
sheriffs are yet on duty andAMmill re- 
main there until after all the men 
have been placed back at work,

A GIGANTIC CROP. 
INSASKATCHEWAN 


Department of Agriculture Estimat- 
es Total Grain Yicld at Two 
Handred Million Bushels. 


Regina, Sask., Sept. 9—-Two hundred 
million bushels, or to be exact, 198,- 
490,976 bushels, is the most recent 
provingial government eatimate of the 
grain crop of Saskatchewan for the 
year 1909. This is divided among the 
various gtains as follows :—

Flax 4,156,540 


The above estimate is contained in 
crop bylletin No. 13, issued by the de- 
partmeht of agnmculture today and 
bearing date of, August 31st. he re- 
vised table of Acreage seeded to var- 
jous grains thie year reveals some 
slight changes. The latest figures as 
to acreage are :—

As compared with the last estimat 
these figures show an increase of 26,- 
989 acres in wheat and the following 
decreases for other grains: Oats, 53,- 
666 acres; barley, 1,782 acres; flax, 1,- 
799 acres. 

Conditions Improved. 

One of the most encouraging [acts 
indicated by the bulletin just issued 
is that the percentage of standard con- 
dition of crops throughout the pro- 
vince, generally, has been steadily in- 
creasing throughout the season. The 
percentage of standard condition of 
wheat, which was & on June 15, rose 
to 90 on July 1, to 9 by July 20 and 
stood at 93 on Aug. 10. Oats likewise 
advanced from 89 to 93; barley from 87 
to 91, and flax from 89 to 92. This 
general improvement was brought 
about by exceptionally favorable wea: 
ther conditions prevailing during July 
and August; heavy rains, followed by 
bright, warm weather,. promoting 
heavy growth.

OF BETTER CLASS 


Hon. Frank Oliver Returns to Ed- 
monton After Visit to the Old 
} Country.

Hon, Frank Oliver, Minister of the 
Interior, arrived in the city last night 
over the G.T.P. with Lord Northcliffe 
and party who have made the trip over 
the new line from Winnipeg. 

The minister has just returned from a 
Visit to the Old Country, where he went 
more especially to correct a misconcep- 
tion regarding the Canadian immigration 
policy. 

Owing to greater restrictions placed 
upon emigrants many imagined that 
Canada was not desirous of augmenting 
her population by British people,” said 
Hon. Mr, Oliver. “I went to answer the 
British people ‘and to tell them that we 
were anxious to have them in Canada 
but were desirous of preventing those 
who would not be a success in te coun- 
try” 

Getting Much Better immigrants. 

As a result of the restrictions Canada 
is now getting a much better class of 
people from the Old ‘Country.

Three of the others were convened at 
Baltimore in the years 1852, 1856 and 
1884. The fourth was held in South Am- 
erica, | 

Some Sessions Public 

The council will last two or three 
weeks, it is expected. Most of the ses- 
sions. will be private, but there will be 
a number open to the public, not m_ the 
sense, however, that the public will be 
admitted for the purpose of taking part 
in the discussion. 

There have been in the past a number 
of ceremonies at which the “pomp and 
panoply” of the Catholic church have 
been seen ,to be admired by the ad- 
herents to that faith and wondered at 
by others. Never, though, in the history 
of Canada has there been such a gather- 
ing as will take place in Quebec. Its 
like has néver been witnessed before, 
and those who will have the opportun- 
ity will travel from near and far to be 
present at the opening and closing cere- 
monies to be held in the Basilica, one 
of the most gorgeous sacred edifices on 
the continent. 

“Tt is impossible to say what matters 
will be discussed,” said a well-known 
member of the Toronto clergy when 
spoken to about the council. 

The reason of this is that a general 
or national council, unlike an oecumen- 
ical one ,whose decrees when approved 
by the Pope become law, has no power 
to deal with dogma or doctrinal matters. 
On this account no acts or decrees can 
be promulgated by the council to be 
held at Quebec that will have a binding 
force on the rest of the Catholic world. 
No doctrinal matters will be touched on 
at all, so that about all that remains 
are imatiers of practice and the formula- 
tion of laws for the better carrying out 
of the law ion gsince laid down by Rome, 
as far as Canada is concerned. Y 

\ Decree on Moderism. 

As an instance, while it is impossible 
to foretell, it is altogether likely that 
the recent papal decree on moderism 


, will come in for a lot of discussion, and 


certain rules will be formulated to en- 
sure its strict carrying out in Canada, 

It is probable also that, like «at the 
councils of Baltimore, steps will be tak- 
en to unify the’ feast and fast days 
throughout Canada. At present there is 
a lack of unity in that regard, as in the 
province of Quebec there are) a number 
of fast days which’ are not held as such 
in other parts of Canada. 

The council of Baltimore decided the 
matter as far as the United States is 
concerned. The same may be done for 
Canada at -the council. tobe held at 
Quebec, though there are certain _ob- 
«tacles in the way which those attending 
the council may find it difficult to over. 
come, 

In spite of o!! that may be said to 
the contrary, Canada is really two 
separate countries as far as customs 
are concerned, aX anyone trom this 
province who has spent any time in 
Quebec well knows. 

For this reason it may prove a matter 
of no small moment to unify the feast 
and fast days. If the attempt is made 
it will evoke serious discussion, 

Dress for Clergy. 

Similarly the question of dress for 
the clergy may be touched upon, and 
if so the same diffieulty will be met 
with. In Quebec the clergy wear the 
soutane at all times, and they would 
be just as loath to have any rule pro- 
mulgated dispensing with the neces- 
sity of wearing the sotutane and = cha- 
peat: on the streets, as the Ontario 
clergy would be to have a law enacted 
demanding that they conform to the 
custom at present in vogue in the lower 


provinces. 

If the matter of dress is taken up 
at all, and if regulations are formu. 
lated, they will in all probability, 


tend to a modification rather than a 
strengthening of the present rules, 

Something ma; be done anent the 
wearing of the coutane by the Christian 
Brothers in Ontario and other parts of 
Canada where the preponderance of the 
people are non-Catholic, In the past not 
a few indignities have heen cast upon 
the Brothers, even on the streets of 
Toronto, by reason of their garb, and 
those of the order who teach in Ontario 
would be pleased to see a rule adopted 
whereby they could dispense with the 
wearing of the soutane in public. 

The summoning of the Quebec coun- 
cil recalls the last oecumenical council 
held hy the church, This was in the 
year 1868, when the decree of the infal- 
ibility of the Pope was promulgated by 
what has since been called the Vatican 
council. This council was never pro- 
vusied, as the breaking out of the 
Franco-Prussian war necessitated ‘he 
council coming to a sudden close. 

Those who will attend the council from 
this city are Archbishop McEvay and 
Vicar-General McCann. Two theologic- 
ans will accompany them who have noi 
yet been chosen. It is likely, howéver, 
that Dr. Kidd, his Grace’s secretary, 
will be one of them,

LEFT FORTUNE TO CHURCH. 


Father Ducey Continued Pastoral Work 
to End. 


New York, Sept, 9—The Rev. Father 
Ducey, founder and pastor of St. Leo's 
Roman Catholic church, who died 
yesterday, “aged 66, at his country 
home at St. James L.1., left his entire 
fortune, a large que, to the church, 
aeoet ling to an announcement made 
ere, 

“Father Tom,” as he was known 
to the rich and poor alike, continued 
his pastoral work almost to the end, 
although he knew death was near. He 
was one of the most unusual church- 
mew'in America, Early in his career 
he was known as an “‘toclesiastical 
dandy,” but as his work’ went on he 
became known by the less frivolous 
title of “The Priest cf the Gentee)l.” 
He was a bon vivant, and his horses 
were the fastest of the speedway. He 
worked in pastures that were his own 
and some did not understand his way. 

But his work was always for the 
spirit of humanity. He worked day 
and: night in the old days to ovér- 
thiow the Tweed ring, and from pul- 


pit and platform ‘he denounced the 
#ratters. When the Lexow investiga- 


tion wie on he was a daily attend- 
ant at ite sessions until ordered by 
his superiors to absent himself, 

Father Ducey was constantly in an 
argument with his superigrs in the 
church ‘because of his attWude and

Montreal, Sept. 9—‘We can see the 
finish of the day of free Jands for 
settlement iy the west not Yar away 
now,” said F, T. Griftin, land com- 
misisoner of the Canadian Pacific, 
when interviewed, “There will prob 
ably be some good free lands for the 
next year or two ‘but after that the 
settler who wants any sort of suit 
able location will have to buy his 
land, Settlers looking for free lands 
will be forced away back, far from 
railway communication, and the time 
during which free lands will be 
available will) depend upon how far 
yet the wheat producing section of 
the map can be rolled northwards. 
Probably this will prove to be much 
more extensive than we imagine to- 
day, but within a very short time 
Settlers will either have to buy land 
or go to the iar north of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan.” 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Griffin stat- 
ed that the proportion of settlers who 
bought land was continually increas- 
ing, while the number of homestead- 
ers was comparatively dropping off, 
owing to the steady way in which all 
the available land within easy access 
was being taken up. The land sales 
of the Canadian Pacific during the 
past year had shown a decided in- 
crease over those of previous years, 
owing probably to the better class of 
setflers who are coming over.

At the conclusion of the addresses 
by the ladies, Premier Rutherford 
spoke briefly. He had come to the 
meeting undecided as to the neces- 
sity of a Y.W.C.A. in the city. From 
the addresses he had made up_ his 
mind, for the first time, that there 
was a great need of such an organi- 
zation which could conduct social 
work, whieh theoretically should be 
done by the churches, but whigh 
practically was not, 

John A, MeDougail, M.P.P., had 
put off two other engagements to be 
present. The work was deserving 
of support and he was going to sup- 
port it. 

All the other speakers were im; 
pressed -by the deserving nature of 
the work and expressed their inten- 
tions of supporting it.

The first matter come up for con- 
sideration was re commuhication 
missioners regard- 
ing the auditing of the books of the 
board. The com:rissioners intimated! 
thut the city auditor would accept 
the responsibility of the audit, if the 
board would pay an assistant to dol 
the work but that the city auditor’s| 
entire time was required in the ser- 
vice of the council, 

The present school ordinance res- 
pecting the auditing of the books of 
school boards expressly states that 
the audit shall be performed by mie) 
municipal auditar and that no money 
shall be expended for the audit by; 
the school board. In view of this fast 
the trustees deemed the offer of the 
commissioners impracticable until 
such time as the act should be chany- 
ed by the legislature. On motion o 
Trustee May the matter was referred 
to the finance committee to be tak- 
en up with the city commissioners, 
and failing a satisiactory solution 
the committee to carry a report to wie 
board recommending some steps t 
be teken in connection with the 
audit. 

New High School , Teacher. 

The school management committee 
reported, recommending the engage- 
ment of Miss Mabel A, Buchanan as 
teacher of modern languages in the 
high school at a salary of $900 per 
annum, and that Miss W. Williams 
and Miss B. McNaughton be appoint- 
ed to the teaching staff of the publie 
schools. Also that R. Wordsley pe 
engaged as caretaker of the Fraser 
flats school.

In the Large Cities of .Great .Britain, 
According to Burns. . 

London, Sept. 9—Issued by Mr. John 
Burns, a parliamentary paper affords an 
interesting comparison of the numbers 
of untenanted houses and tenements jn 
the metropolitan boroughs, and in Bir- 
mingham, Bristol, Leeds, Liverpool, 
Manchester, Vortsmouth, Sheffield, and 
Glasgow, Mr. Burns points out that in 
soe cases the figures are approximate 
only, Usually houses and tenements in 
respect of which the payment of rates 
is compounded for are not included, as 
information with regard to them is not 
available. The following are the figures: 
Battersea, 2,064; Bermondary, 426; 
Chelsea, 652; Deptford, 1,090; Finsburg, 
1,650; Pulham, 


1,017; Hackney, 2,017; 
Hammersmith, 1,212; Islington, 2,554;

BARON UXKULL ON RECENT WAR 


A highly interesting lecture on the 
Russia-Japan war was delivered last 
evening at the German Bape 
Church by Baron H. Von Uxkull, 
who arrived in the city two ,weeks 
ago to reside here indefinitely. The 
Baron is a son of Baron W. Von Ux- 
kull, who will be remembered ‘as a 
distinguished Edmonton visigor gever- 
al years ago 

The speaker of the evening depict- 
ed in well selected words the, awful 
terrors of the late war and related 
several personal ,experiencs, paving 
himself commanded a company ot 
Cossacks in the Far East in the, midst 
battle. Particular mention was 
made of the corrupthess of ie Rus- 


sian officers, to whose negligelce and 
intemperance was due, said the 
speaker, the final outeome of thk con- 
flict. 

“Had not the outbreak of the re- 
volution at home,” he said, ‘““demand- 
ed almost all of our attention, the 
ultimate victory would, no, doubt, 
have been ours. But with, war at 
home, inthe heart of the empire, and 
war in the Far East, three,to four 
thousand miles away from sources of 
supply, almost immediately, within 
the enemy’s camp; with entirely in- 
adequate equipment at the g@atbreak 
of the war; with untrained ‘soldiers 
and untrustworthy officers; with an 
army of 500,000 well-trained, soldiers 
on the enemy's side, comm@iided by 
men of trust and courage, gaen who 
not only defied death to a, simply 
marvellous degree, but glorig to die 
for their country, Rueésia’s, position 
was an almost despairing oye.”
